A large number of committeemen, 
principally drawn from the wholesale grocers, 
were assigned to each hotel, and took charge 
of the visiting delegates as soon as they ar- 


rived. 

INTERESTS REPRESENTED. 

The number of those in attendance gives no 
adequate idea of the interests represented | 
as every delegate is authorized to speak 
and act for from 20 to 1,000 merchants 
and manufacturers. Mr. David Hirsch, who 
represents the New York Board of Trade and 
the Cigarmakers’ Protective Union, said, in 
reference to this point. ‘‘I know something 
about bankruptcy conventions, having always 
taken a most active interest in the subject 
and having been present at the last one held, 
that which convened at Washington in the 
year 1884. I have always found that the work 
done is inversely proportionate to the num- 
ber of delegates present, as a 
large gathering is always unwieldy, and 
when time is limited, as is 
almost invariably the case with any conven- 
tion which includes in itsranks so large a 
proportion of active business men as the pres- 
ent one, the more numerous the gathering 
the greater the time consumed in merely 
formal proceedings. With this fact plainly 
before our eyes we determined this year to 
keep the delegation within as narrow limits 
as was consistent with work, which should be 
at once representative and effective, 
and the manner in which Mr. 
J. W. Goddard, acting in dehalf 
of the wholsale grocers, has accomplished 
this, is worthy of all praise. As a result of 
his organiziag abilities we have a delegation 
which fully represents all the different busi- 
ness interests of the country and is yet small 
enough to be easily handied. As to the capi- 
tal represented, it would bea difficult, almost 
an impossible, task to give an estimate, even 
in round numbers. But if I say that $300,000,000 
were represented I should be far within 
limits. I myself speak for probably 
$40,000,000, others stand for even larger 
capital, and, all things considered, I do not 
believe thatan assemblage ever gathered in 
this city behind which so much capital stood. 
We intend to go to work in earnest, believe 
we have some kuowledge of the needs and 
feeling of the country, and think that we are 
certain of ultimate success in our aims. 

Mr. Hirsch was a resident of St. Louis from 
1853 to 1861 aud hasan extensive acquaintance 
among the,older business men of the commu- 
nity. At the outbreak of the rebellion 
he went South and oceupied a confidential 
position under Jefferson Davis, having charge 
of the manufacture of tobacco in several 
States. He was a firm Democrats until the 
4 of the last campaign, when he joined 

e Republican party on the tariff issue.

The Aqueduct Tunnel Frauds. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., February 2%.—When 
the first accusations of fraud in the construc- 
tion of the new Washington aqueduct tunnel 
were made the people of the District, who had 


been patiently waiting for such an increase in 
the city’s water supply as would enabie them 
to obtain water in the second stories of their 
dwellings, were surprised and unwilling to 
believe the charges. Contractors and Gov. 
ment engineers, officers and all concerned 
in the building of the tunnel made light 
of the charges and insisted thas 
everything was All right. The charges were 
reiterated again and again, growing more 
serious with each repetition, until those at 
work upon the tunnel were forced to admit 
that some defective work had been discovered. 
The citizens demanded a thorough investi- 
gation and several months ago a joint Con- 
ssional Committee took the matter in 
and. The report of this committee has been 
submitted and it shows that the most sensa- 
tional stories of fraud that found circulation 
were far within the truth. The work of the 
investigating committee was careful and 
thorough and the result isareport in which 
the committee says: 

It appears from the report of the experts 
and from the testimony taken, to be beyond 
all question that substantially the whole and 
every part of the lining of the tunnel is abso- 
lutely ana enormously defective, and that it is 
scarcely too much to say that there is hardly 
any continuous length of ten feet in the whole 
lining where the backing, particularly over 
the arch ofthe line,is not either absolutely 
wanting or only partly filled, or when fully 
filled in so badly constructed as to make the 
whole backing of the lining entirely worth 
less. 

So thoroughly and unqualifiedly bad and 
fraudulent isthe work that the committee 
recommends that the tunnel be abandoned 
and that asurface conduit of cast iron pipes 
be constructed to bring the needed water into 
the city. This can be done, it is thought, for 
$575,000, while to put the tunnel into condition 
to carry water would cost $000,000, and even 
then it would be of very doubtful utility. The 
committee says it has no just grounds to be- 
lieve that Maj. Lydecker and Lieut.Townesend, 
the engineer officers in charge of the work, 
were guilty of corrupt practices, but it finds 
them guilty of great negligence.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Febru 28.—The 
Speaker having laid before the House the 
Senate bill tor the protection of the salmon 
fisheries in Alaska, Mr. Dunn of Arkansas of- 
feredan amendment directing the President 
to cause one or more of the United States ves- 
sels to cruise in Behring Sea and otber Alaskan 
waters and seize all vessels found to be un- 
lawfully engaged in seal-hunting. Mr. 
Dunn explained that the sole object 
of the amendment was to enforce ex- 
isting laws. Heretofore the enforcement of 
this law bad been reiaxed so that a number of 
persons bad concluded that the Government 
did not propose to enforce the law, and to- 
day no less than 150 vessels were being fitted 
up to go to Behring Sea and would cover the 
waters with unlawful geal hunters.

Forty incandescent lamps of 16 candle power 
(class 2 of specifications) for public buildings, 
THE SPECIFICATIONS. 

These lights are to be furnished forthe use 
of the city by the company making the lowest 
bid for the work. 

The specifications provide that the com- 
pany shall keep the plants and other fixtures 
up to the most approved standard of modern 
improvement in electric lighting and shall 
furnish lights of as good quality as are fur- 
nished by the company to anyone else. 

As a general rule it is calculated to place the 
lights at alternate street intersections, so that 
the field of illumination for each — will ex- 
tend one block in every direction, if blocks be 
less than 400 feet in length. If the blocks be 
more than 400 feetin length and less than 800 
feet a lamp will be placed at each intersection, 
and if the biocks are over 800 feet in length an 
intermediate lamp will be placed at or near 
the middle of the block. Along suburban 
roads lamps will be approximately 1,000 feet 
apart. 

he poles and arches for supporting the 
lamps and lights must be made neat, sonven- 
ient and sightly, with especial attention in 
construction to the safety of human life. 

The bids opened to-day will be putinto the 
hands ofthe proper committee, which will 
make a report on them to the Board of Public 
Improvements, and from there, if the con- 
tracts prove satisfactory, they will be recom- 
mended tothe Municipal Assembly for ap- 
proval and awarding. 

Before the passage of the ordinance by the 
Municipal Assembly the electric lightin 
scheme did not meet with much favor, as ft 
was considered impracticable. But the idea 
gained strength, and after the passage of the 
ordinance 8 tor the advertising for 
bids the Board of Public Improvements went 
to work in good earnest and made up the 
specifications. It is very possible that the 
contracts will be recommended to the Munici- 
pal Assembly, and the whole thing stands a 
chance of going through.

Mr. Cleveland referred to the last four years 
and then declared his hope that the Repupb- 
lican party on its accession to power would 
pursue no course that could in any way re- 
habilitate the sectional animosities whieh 
have been dying out. I was anxious to know 
what to say of the future prospects of the Re 
public.

Hesaid: ‘‘Iam 
a Democrat, with ali the word implies. I am, 
moreover, an intense Democrat, in that I be- 
lieve that the true principjes of the Demo- 
cratic party are essential to the highest well- 
being of this country.

Thinking that they might need assistance they 
called at the Fourth District Station and 
secured Special

turned to the 
McCraw residence, and hiding behind some 
cars which stood on the railroad tracks near 
by, waited for an opportune time to 
swoop down on their prey. For 
some time they j:emained there without 
seeing anyone either enter or Gepart from the 
bouse. About 9:30 o’cloek, however, the 
badly wanted James Kinney hove in 
sight. He walked  directiy to the 
house and entered. The officers did 
not know whether there were any 
other men inside, but they determined to raid 
the place and capture Kinney.

Lawrenoe Connelly and William Quinian. 

The last named four are not known to the 
police. Asearch ofthe men at the station 
resulted in the findin of a 
diamond scarf-pin and stud on Harrington, 
alias Fry. He also had a soft hat in his 
pocket. Kinney had on alady’s ring with a 
garnet sect, surrounded by pearis 
and Reagan wore a snake diamond 
scarf - pin. Some of them + wore 
scarfs marked Fd Newton, Puliman, III.

Cultivation of Nutmegs. 


From the Gisago wMail. 

Paddling into a little cove, says Capt. Stra- 
han, on the south side of the bay, we landed 
beside a clear, rippling stream, and, having 
ordered the whole of the men to march in In- 
dian file in front, we started by a little rugged 


— into the mountains, with my interpreter 
mmediately behind me and the rajah just 
in front. Every foot of the journey, which 
was laborious in the extreme, disclosed fresh 
scenes of verdure and tropical splendor.

Nutmeg and other 
equally valuable trees were everywhere grow- 
ing in great profusion. The fruit of the nut- 
mes in appearance resembles a pear, and 
when ripe opens and yen the nut covered 
with a utiful red coating of mace. The 
nuts are then picked from the trees, put into 
baskets and taken tothe houses where they are 
husked and placed on shelves. They are then 
partially roasted over a slow fire until all the 
moisture is extra

Some Hints About Dusting and House Clean - 
ing Generally. 


From the American Analyst. 

The end to be achieved is the abolition of 
dust and dirt. The first object, then, is the 
collection of these obnoxious substances in a 
small compass, preparatory to disposing of 
them. Begin with the small articles, washing 
and wiping those that require it, and dusting 
others, Then, when perfectly clean, remove 
them fromthe room. (In cases where this is 


impossible they may de laid upon the bed, 
which must be covered with a large dust- 
ing sheet.) The furniture must now be 
brushed and cleaned; so much of it as is pos- 
sible may be removed from the room, the 
rest covered with dusting sheets. Now dust 
the walls thoroughly and every mirror and 
icture, especially ite back, with a large 
eather brush. By this time we will assume 
that all the dust and dirt of our apartment are 
gathered upon the carpet. With a broom 
clean every corner, working always toward 
the center. Now, when these lurking- 
laces ure thoronghly cleaned out, bring 
mn a carpet-eweeper, and with it gather 
up the whole collection, driving the 
machine systematically back and forth as 
the farmer does his plow, leaving a clean fur- 
row each time. When this is accomplished 
wait a few moments until the dust can settle, 
so that you may know where itis. Again 
bring forward the large feather duster, brush 
again the pictures and mirrors, washing such 
as have soiled glasses. Remove the dusting 
sheets and shake them from the window, or 
somewhere out of doors. Restore the furni- 
ture and ornaments to their places and the 
work is done, with one-half the weariness 
and an excellent result, impossible 
without care and system. As to 
carpets, beyond the ular weekly 
cleaning, certain articles in a house, as well 
as the dwelling itself, must have a periodical 
overhauling, on which their welfare and 
services depend. The intervals at which 
carpets should be taken up and thoroughly 
cleaned and beaten depends upon their text- 
ure and the frequency with which the apart- 
ment where they are laid is used. In ordinary 
cases itis a good rule to take up Moquette, 
Axminster and Wilton carpets once in three 
and Brussels and velvet 
once in two or three. The texture 
of these is so firm that the dust 
does not sift through, and sweeping will re- 
move all that accumulates upon the surface. 
Ingrain and three- ply carpets should be lifted 
annually, and ifthe room isvery much used 
twicea year is not too often. The house- 
keeper will even then be astonished to ob- 
serve the accumulation of dust beneath. To 
many people it does not seem to occur that a 
carpet can bewashed. They would be aston- 
ished to see what an improvement can 
be made in this way: Take a galion 
of water in which two ounces of 
carbonate of ammonia have been dis- 
solved, and apply it with a softrag to each 
breadth. If there be any pronounced soils and 
stains, grease spots or other, procure from 
your butcherapint of ox gall. Mix it with 
three quarts of water and apply with a soft 
scrubbing brush, taking caretorinse thor- 
oughly afterwards with pure water. A large 
brush of ostrich feathers is, of course, the 
best thing to use In brushing down wall paper; 
as most housekeepers know, these are expen- 
sive and likely to soon destroyed if intrust- 
ed to servants. A soft cloth tied over a broom is 
a good substitute, and economieal. If these 
do not remove the smoke or ime that ac- 
cumulate, take a loaf of stale bread, divide it 
into quarters, and after moistening the cut 
surfaces very slightly, proceed to rub your 
paper very carefully, beginning al ways at the 
ceiling and moving your hand downward in 
straight lines. The results will be surprising. 
All careful kousekeepers secure an extra roll 
when having their walls papered. If by acci- 
dent your walls are broken or defaced at any 
point, out a piece ofthe new paper larger 
than the marred spot, be sure it watches per- 
fectly, cut the edges i ularly, paste 
(boiled). The eye will never trace the mended 
portion. Ifthere are any spots of grease on 
our walls, mix some fullers’ earth with a 
ittle ox-gail and cold water until you havea 
stiff paste; spreac it on the spot and cover 
witn dlotting- paper; let it stand for several 
hours. If, on brushing it off, any of the grease 
remains, repeat the operation.

and chemicals are taxed. 

But Mrs. HARRISON, Mrs. MORTON and 
all other persons attending the inaugural 
bell will offer in their entire clothing 
striking illustrations of excessive taxation, 
which is only another name for the pres- 
ent tariff system. They will rep- 
resent taxes on the raw material 
and on the manufactured goods, 
on the iron in the machinery and the 
machinery, on the material in the tools 
and the tools—double. taxes on almost 
every article they wear, and all that 
enters into its composition and contributes 
to the manufacture of it.

that his views are indorsed by the members of 
the committee and that a recommendation iu 
accordance with Judge Fisse’s suggestions 
will be made to the board. 

The question of improving the financial sys- 
tem of the board bas been agitated for a num- 
ber of years. The Examining Committee in 
1880 recommended it and the Examining Com- 
mittee last year also urged the necessity of an 
improvement. The Examining Committee in 
1880 suggested that the system could be made 
perfect by the creation of the office of 
auditor, the man who hela that 
office to be elected by the people 
and to be entirely independent of the School 
Board. This plan met with considerable op- 
position and nothing was done. The neces- 
sity of a change was generally conceded, how- 
ever, and the question of how to effect the de- 
sired improvement has always been a live 
issue before the board. It is obvious that the 
fiscal system of the board is very imperfect 
in that the secretary was book-keeper, ac- 
countantand treasurer of the board. The 
examinations of the accounts in 1880, and last 
year were convincing of the efficiency and 
honesty of the present Secretary, Mr. 
Milton H. Wash, but, as the examining oom 
mittee truly observed: Bills, vouchers and 
accounts are chiefly intended as safeguards, 
and safeguards are of little use if the honesty 
ofthe officer is essential to their effective. 
ness. 

Judge Fisse was seen this morning by a Post- 
DISPATCH reporter in his office, in the Laclede 
building, and asked what suggestions he 
would make to the Ways and Means Commit 


tee this evening. Hesaid: ‘‘lam strongly in 
favor of the appointment of an Auditor, and 
will give my ideas as toa proper division of 
the responsibilities which should be borne 
by the Auditor, and the  Secre , 
who is also the Treasurer.

pointed in his place. Then there would 
danger to the board’s funds, because there is 
no check on the secretary except that given 
by committees and consiiering the great 
bulk of board business it is an impossi- 
bility for members who have 4 
business of their own to give the board’s 
affaira the time and attention which their im- 
portence requires, If there should be an in- 
efficient or dishonest Secretary appointed un- 
der the present system, it would 3 L 
not impossible to prevent bim m doing 
wrong. My enly purpose in making sugges- 
tions to the Ways and Means Committee is, as 
the question iq a very dificult one, to aid the 
board by my experience. I have ay ex- 
pressed mysel privetely to members of the 
committee on this subject, and I can say that 
my views have at least met with no unfavor- 
ole criticism.’’

simplest of all the out- eld positions, and 
names Andy Leonard of the old Boston nine as 
a model for the players of the present 
day. I can’t say that I agree with 
John M. in the above quoted opinion. 
It has been the custom since the game was 
first introduced to put the surest catch in the 
left field. It is much more difficult to play for 
a batsman in left than in center or right. A 
player, in orderto cover the position j; prop · 
erly, should change his position for nearly 
every batsman. b 
In laying for left-hand batters I consider Joe 
Hornung the best man in the business. For 
playing the position for all it is worth, I think 
Hardie Richardson of the present Boston team 
by tar the best in the League. When it comes 
to playing the position for ali there is in it, I 
must sgree with Harry Wright and other first- 
class authorities that Andy Leonard of the old 
Boston champions was the finest the game 
ever produced. 
What Dickey Johnston is to the League cen, 
‘ter fielders, the old-timer is to the base ball 
left fielders up to the present time, and he 
has been out of the business now for ten years. 
The men of the present time never attempt 
to get the balls hit far over their heads as this 
man did. Ibave seen the boys practice it for 
hours on the South End grounds, but invari- 
ably gave itupin disgust. Leonard played a 
short field and was noted forgetting line hits 
between third and short. The instant the 
ball was hit bard he would turn with it and 
never turn when he got under the descending 
sphere, as Johnson does, but would take it in 
while still running with it. To see him gather 
himself for along throw home was a picture. 
Nothing like his throwing bas ever been seen 
from the outfield. Swift and straight as a rifle 
shot the ball would come tearing home in 
time to get the runner, whenever there was 
the ghost of a chance. He it was who intro- 
duced throwing to the home plate on a shoot- 


ing first bougd. 

Daring the eight years that I played with 
and against Leonard I never saw bim make a 
wild throw, and I have seen him let the ball 
go from ai) sorts of positions when hurried. 
If ever there was a;natural-born ball player 
Leonard was the man. In his day he was 
Classed withthe best batemen in the bust 
mess, and could run bases and play the 
fine points of the game with the best of 


them. He was about the build of Dickey 
Jobnston—perhaps a little stouter. He was 
also a remarkable infielder, and could play 
second or third infinestyle. His last season 
on the diamond was in , when be traveled 
from one end ofthe States to the Other with 
the Hop Bitters Club of Rochester, N. Y. As 
the team was on its way to California the boys 
ran up to Dubuque, lo., to play a series of 
games with the club of that piace. Chariey 
Radbourn, now with Boston, Commiskey, the 
St. Louis caotain, and the two Gleason 
brothers were members of the team, as was 
also Tom Loftus, now managing the Oleve- 
land club. It was askin diamond,and a ball 
would skip over the ground very fast. 
Fred Corey was pitching for the Hop Bit- 
ters team, and was giving Jack Gleason a 
drop ball. How he could nit it! But no mat- 
ter how hard, every one went on the ground. 
Gleason was a slow runner, and Leonard, who 
covered short, played his position nearly out 
to left field—certainly twenty yards back of 
the line—but got his man hag time by his 
remarkable throwing. The estern boys 
didn’t know what to make of it. The harder 
Gleason would hit the ball, the easier Leonard 
would line it over to first base in time to get 
his man. 

Leonard's first playing was done with ama- 
teur clubs in his native city of Newark, N. J. 
In 1868 he was secured By the famous Irving- 
tons, a club that downed all the cracks. 11 
lot of youngsters. 
the Cincinnati Reds’ 
great player, was among the 
colts of this old club. Leonard and he were 
too fast for the company and were finally in- 
duced to go West in the fall of that season to 
play with the Cincinnati Buckeyes. They 
were secured by H Wright for the famous 
old nine which played the entire season of ’69, 
after traveling from one end of the country to 
the other, without meeting a single defeat. 

When the Cincinnati Club concluded to dis- 
band, inthe fall of 1870, Leonard, Swasey, 
Waterman, Brainard and Allison decided to 

o to the Olympics of Washington. The 

right Brothers, Harry and George, 
with McVey and Charley Gould, 
came to Boston. After one season Man- 
ager Wright induced his favorite play- 
ers, Leonard and Swasey, to rejoin him, and 
for seven years after nard covered left 
field for Boston. He is now living at his old 
home in Newark, N. J., holding a position of 
trust under the city government. He has a 
family of six boys and one girl. 

Leonard was of a happy disposition and was 
never known to kick at an umpire’s decision. 
Harry Wright tells a little story of him that 
was pleasantly remembered by his old com- 
rades for several seasons. He missed a game 
one day, and if I remember rightiy it was the 
only game he missed in his long career with 
the Boston Club. The old manager looked 
Andy over when he came around the next 
morning and noticed a large cut 
on the side of his head. It seemed that 
Andy had got with some friends 
who insisted that he should see the sights. 
While arguing with an ‘‘unknown’’ in the 
vicinity of the oM Crystal Palace, he was hit 
over the head. How did you get that cut on 
your head, Andy?’’ asked the manager. 

The player was cqnfused, for he thought his 
hat covered the spot. ‘‘On,’’ said he, I was 
coming through Lincoln street last night, 
when a brick fell off the house and hit me on 
the head, cutting it — badly.’’

Lorpon, February %.—Sir Julien Paunce- 
tote who, it ie understood, fg likely to be 
Lord Sackville’s successor af Washington, 
will be one more example of the ‘‘kicking up- 
stairs“ principle to which 80 many of our 
public men owe peerages. A ponderous colo- 
nial Judge, he was lucky enough to get a foot- 
ing in the colonial office as legal assistant. 
Secretary Sir Robert Herbert, however, found 
bis laboriously slow colleague such a hin 
drance to the transaction of business that he 
shunted him off to be the legal 
adviser at the foreign office, where 
in a difficulty of conciliating the rival claims 
to the vacancy caused by the deathof Lord 
Tenterden in 1882, he secured the Under-Sec- 
retaryship of State over the heads of his more 
capable seniors in office. He had never been 
able to cope with the pressure of business in 
that important position, and he has begged to 
be promoted to lighteremployment. This is 
to be procured for him at the expense of halt 
a dozen trained diplomatists who have been 
looking for advancement to the vacant 
post. There is a good deal of di- 
terness in the minds of these gentle 
men tn consequence of the intrusion of 
another outsider inte the upper ranks of the 
service. Sir Julian Pauncefote is a good-nat- 
ured, vain and pompous bit of average medi- 
ocrity and hardly upto the mark of what a 
British Minister to Washington ought to be. 

THE QUEEN'S DRAWING- BOOM. 

The second drawing-room, which was to 
have been held by the Princess of Wales in the 
middie of next month, will be held by the 
Queen herself early in April, probably on 
Wednesday, the 10th. Lady Churchill, who 
attended the Queen at Florence and Berlin 
last spring, is also to be in waiting during Her 
Majesty’s stay at Biarritz. 

WILLIAM AND THE CZAR. 

Emperor William is to receive a visit from 
the Czar at Berlin in the last week of June, and 
directly itis concluded he will start for En- 
gland, crossing the North Sea in the Imperial 
yacht Hohenzollern. The Emperor, who is 
to be accompanied by his brother, Prince 
Henry, will arrive at Windsor July 4, and 
after staying there for afew days will come to 


London for a week’s residence at Buckingham 
palace. Next week the Emperor 18 going to 
Kiel in order to meet the Emperess Frederick 
who is to arrive there Friday. She will remain 
with the Prince and Princess Henry some 
weeks. 

SPARTAN NOTIONS OF DISCIPLINE. 

The German Emperor seems to be imbued 
with the most Spartan notions of parental dis- 
cipline. The Crown Prince, aged 6, and his 
brother Frederick, aged 5, have only an hour 
and a haif’s recreation during the day. Every 
morning the hapless heir * up at 6, begins 
his studies at 7, is drilled dally alone and after- 
wards goes through certain military exercises 
with his brothers. The result of this system 
of all work and no play ie Iikely, 
should think, to be that the chiidren will 
turn out either prigs of the first water or 
imbeciles. If there was such a thing in Ger- 
many as a society for the protection of children 
I should strongly advise it to institute a 
prosecution against the Emperor for wanton 
cruelty. 

PRINCE PETER. 

A rumor has reached me from Paris that the 
Grand Duke Peter Nicolaieyitch of Russia, a 
A ge — son of the Grand Duke Nicholas 

icolaievitch, and who is a first cousin of the 
Czar, is coming to England shortly with a 
view to becoming the husband of one ofthe 
daughters of the Prince of Wales. Prince 
Peter was born in January, 1864. 

CROWN PRINCE RUDOLPH’S DEBTS. 

The Crown Prince Rudolph’s debts amount 
to $2,000,000, * he had an income of 
$750,000 a year and the palaces and country 
places cost him nothing. Where the money 
went to nobody knows, while a great deal of 
the Prince’s jewelry, of which he had a very 
large and valuable collection, has disappeared. 
The Emperor of Austria is far from well, and 
his physicians are very anxious that he should 
travel for a few weeks.

THE BORDER SMUGGLERS, 


CARBYING OPIUM IN TRUNKS ACROSS THE 
LINE NEAB OGDENSBU RBG. 


The Naval Force Assisting the Customs 
Officials Entirely Too Small and Poorly 
Equipped—A District Inspector’s Big 
Haul — Merchandise, FProvisions and 
Liquor Smuggled From Canada to Ameri- 
can Hotel-Meepers. 


By Telegrar? to the PostT-DISPATCH. 

OGpENsBURG, N. T., February .- Ever 
since the recent great smuggiing plots were 
frustrated in the vicinity of this place, Gov- 
ernment officials have recognized that the 
naval force detailed to assist the custom 
officials on Lake Ontario and the St. Lawrence 
River is altogether too small ana improperly 
equipped. Perhapsin no pertof the United 
States, except along the borders of British 
Columbia, is there so much smuggling 
carried on as there is across the St. Lawrence 
River in the vicinity of Ogdensburg and 
Prescott, Canada. The recent attempts to run 
across opium in quantities valued as high as 
$40,000 shows to what extent the smugglers 
have dared to go, and had it not been for a 
mere accident the last $40,000 trunk fall of 
opium would have been safely run into the 
territory or the state. But it happened that 
one of the district inspectors passed on the 
roadway, while twelve miles inland from the 
river, two men who were in a sleigh. 
In the bottom of the sleigh the 
inspector espied a large iron-bound 
trunk, and, his suspicions being immediately 
aroused, be called upon the men to stop. A 
search revealed the trunk to be full of opium, 
having just been run over from the Canada 
side across the frozen river. This very opium 
the inspectors were on the outiook for, and 
yot it had so far escaped their vigilance, and 
but forthe above accidental passing of the 
two sleighs in the rosdwaythe stuff would 
have been safely run across. The practice 
which seems to be in common vogue is first 
to purchase the opium in China and have it 
shipped dy steamer or salling ves- 
sel to British Columbia. From here 
itissentin trunks over the Canadian Pacific 
to the vicinity of Prescott or some other small 
Canadian place on the St. Lawrence River. It 
may perhaps be shipped .backward and for- 
ward over the Canadian roadsa dozen times 
to éiude, if possible, anyone on the watch, 
and then at the right moment to run across 
the river in boats by night, or, in the winter 
time, 

TAKEN ACROSS IN SLEIGHS. 

But opium smuggling is only one of the 
many forms ofthe illegal. traffic engaged in 
in this vicinity. During the summer months 
the estimated amount of merchandise, 
provisions and liquor run across from Cana- 


dian shores to the hundreds of summer resorts 
and hotels —— the river and among the 
Thousand Islands exceeds any possible con- 
jecture. It is safe to say that nine out of every 
ten of the hundreds of the summer hotels 
slong the St. Lawrence, which are full to over- 
flowing during the summer, receive the great 
bulk of all their stores and provisions 
from the Canadian side, and surely all 
their oe Many of the hotel proprietors 
do not hesitate to laugh at the manner in 
which they elude the customs officials 
by xunning the supplies across by night time in 
swift boats. At Thousand Island Park it is 
said that not one drop of liquor in the great 
hotels there comes from the American side, 
and it is also saidthat no American steamer 
can ever give any account of carryin 
part of the eat bulk of liquors stored in the 
cellars of the hotel. To assist the customs 
oficials ih the St. Lawrence River the United 
States revenue cutter Bibb has deen 
doing duty for several years. The head- 
quarters of this vessel are at Oswego, 
and in addition to duty on the 
St. Lawrence the Bibb has also the patrol ot 
the whole of Lake Ontario, her entire ground 
extending between Niagara and the St. Law 
rence River as far down as Ogdensburg. To 
well examine her cruising station the Bibb. 
cannot well make more than three runs over 
her ground in one mile and as a matter of
